Isolationism? The majority of us recall the 


Farewell Address of George Washington when we . 
:mention the word and then try to get the bad taste 


out of our mouths from saying it. Since the United 
States is such a power in the world and such an 
active member of the United Nations, the word 
isolationism has received the “soft pedal” in the 
last few years. If we examine the situation more 
closely though, we find that it exists, but in a 
different manner. 

In order to hit the point squarely, “Do you speak 
another language besides your native one?” Ask 
this of a European and the answer is, “Yes, several.” 
But ask it of a native’ American, who has lived all 
his life in the United States and who has been 
educated in our schools. The answer is unfortunately 
“No, Why should I?” It is this feeling of isolation- 
ism which has permeated this country of ours. Sit- 


uated in our land of plenty, free from wars and ag- 


gression we have assumed this attitude.—It can be 
explained simply in one statement: We send. money 
to Europe and Asia to feed and clothe the people. 


We do our part, if they wish to converse with us, 


let them learn English. 
Some might feel that this is rather a harsh 


treatment of such a small problem. But is it a small : 


problem? A quick observation of our colleges today 
will show the strange absence of language majors, 


j/ and the other students who are ‘taking languages are 
; doing so simply to fulfill the college requirement for 
-a_B.A. , Others major in Business Administration 


and Elementary Education to avoid the “gantlet” of 
two years of a language. ;

Aside frgm the overdone 6ra- 
tory I rather agree with our letter 
writer; E.G., In our home like 
many others there is a TV. In ad- 
dition to the set, I have a 12 year 
old sister who watches it too much. 
I know that she hasn’t read more 
than three books in her life aside 
from texts and Mother Goose 
rhymes—and most of her friends 
haven’t even read fhree. And I 
also know that when my parents 
come home from work they turn 
on old Cyclops instead of read- 
ing like ‘they used to do. And I 
have seen homes where the sit- 
uation is far more out of hand, 
particularly where the adults have 
not been able to attend college. 
There is the saddest lot of all, be- 
cause many conscientious people 
have educated themselves, some far 
better than any college could, by 
reading in their spare time. 
Don’t misunderstand. I feel that 
every educated person should av- 
ail himself of the finer shows and 
events that TV as a medium can 
best present. But I do feel that 
EYE-SORE_ is. basically. correct. 
Most people if they consider the 
matter have a hard time recalling 
much that was really great, or 
even moderately good, that they 
have gotten from hours of eye- 
strain.

Several months ago Student Council was 
presented with the idea of bringing a jazz 
show to the campus. The plan was considered 
for some time. Sample records of the pro- 
‘posed jazz concert were even played on the 
TUBline several times. It was finally the 
decision of that group that = a show of this 
kind was too much of a financial risk. Work- 


ing on the small budget that they ‘do, it did 
not seem to be a good policy to gamble the 





$400 necesary for this show. They concluded - 


that there is little enthtsiasm for good, pro- 
gressive (and we don’t mean rhythm and 
blues!) music on Westminster’s campus. There 
seemed to them to be, in general, an indif- 
ferent attitude toward that sort of music here. 


We sympathize with Council’s caution in 
risking a large part of their yearly budget. 
. But. let us reconsider... . is there really a lack 
of interest in jazz music here? 


Wednesday night the Dave Brubeck 
quartet played at Allegheny college’s new field 
Fiouse in Meadville, approximately forty miles 
north of here. When the news that Burbeck 
was to appear nearby reached this campus, it 
was circulated quickly. Many students were 
frankly surprised at the interest it created. 
_ Despite the distance, lack of rides, middle of 
the week studies, women students unable to 
get permissions to attend, a Westminster bas- 
ketball game away 4fid little publicity of the 
show here, twenty-five or more Westminster 
students attended the concert. Many more 
would have liked to have gone. Students 
from Edinboro, Grove City, Gannon and other 

- local ‘colleges helped to nearly fill Allegheny’s 
field house. 


A couple of years ago, this same Brubeck 
‘group was-invited to Ohio’s Oberlin college. 
There, :in that outstanding music study school, 
there was ‘seeming lack of interest in that 
sort of music. But the show was a tremen- 
dous success. Brubeck was invited back. 


Such enthusiasm for good jazz music is 
possible here. It only has to be given a 
chance. If a concert of the caliber of the show 
Allegheny -presented were given here, we 

strofigly feél it would be a success. Their 
2000 seat capacity field house was nearly full 
Wednesday night. They probably made a nice 
profit for their fund drive off the more than

of the| Reds in their dealings with 
the West during the past ten years. 
Since the end of the second world 
war, they have constantly been an 
aggressor. In Asia their first ac- 
tion was to drive the Nationalist 
government from China ‘and set up 
their own, This was accomplished 
in 1947. Since then the Nationalist 
government) has been based on the 
tiny island of Formosa, located a few 
hundred miles off the China i 
land. Many |authorities question off 
intentions in intervening in the af- 
fairs of two different governments 
and their claims to this island. Since 
the origin of the Monroe Doctrine we 
have recognized as the lawful gov- 
ernment the one which controlled 
the land, the army and people. How- 
ever, we were confronted with rec- 
‘ognizing a government that was a 
threat*to world peace and the Am- 
erican way of life. Mr. Truman felt 
it mecessary to recognize the Na- 
tionalists, who to our way of think- 
ing, were in the right. The Commu- 
nists, after unsuccessful efforts to 
secure Formosa, turned to Korea. 
On June 25, 1950, the first out- 
break and serious rift between East 
and West occurred when the North 
Koreans invaded South Korea. Uni- 
ted Nations intervention was term- 
ed, and unjustly so, a “police ac- 
tion,’| when it was actually a step 
to thwart the Communist -plan to 
weaken the prestige of the West. 
For three years we poured out men 
and money) to protect this country,

and we gained but a little tract of 
land north of the 38th parallel. 

A short time after the signing of 
the armistice in Korea, trouble broke 
out on a full 
French Indo-China. Since 1947 there 
had been trouble between the Com- 
munists and the French, and an all- 
out Communist drive was soon be- 
gun. After inflicting serious losses 
to the French, both in manpower 
and money, the Communists were 
able to sign another armistice giv- 
ing them much of the country’s rich 
resources. They followed their us- 
ual pattern to perfection—brief up- 
risings to test the patience of the 
West and to make us sick of war 
and its tragedies, then a request for 
peace terms. It is a smart and cun- 
ning enemy with which we must 
contend. 

The situation in Formosa will be 
the deciding factor, and we must use 
all the tact and know-how we can 
muster to prevent the Commies from 
occupying this strategic outpost. 
Without: control of this island the 
Communists cannot move ‘toward 
their most desired possession, Ja- 
pan. At all cost we must back the 
Chinese Nationalists and hold For- 
mosa. This tiny island is the king- 
pin to the straits of water surround- 
ing it. Our recent “get tough” pol- 
icy seems to be the answer. To for- 
eigners we have been known as 
a passive, easy-going people, slow 
to anger and very optimistic. We 
must let this’be a stereotype of the

‘that it had been elected to Mortar Board, the 
‘national organization. Many people may have 


- accepted this as merely a step up from a 


local toa national group and thought little 
more about it. Too few, people, perhaps, real- 
ize the significance of this achievement. 


Se) This honor is actually similar to that of 


receiving a charter of Phi Beta Kappa and is 
sought by accredited colleges and universi- 
ties throughout the United States. However, 
the requirements of Mortar Board are of such 
a high standard that only 89 of the total ac- 


, ¢redited schools have been granted chapter 


membership. 

Before the organization will even consider 
a petition for membership, a local group must 
have been in existence for five years. Our 
program here began in 1933 when the late 


_ Mary Turner, then dean of women, organized 


a group of girls into a local women’s honor- 
ary with the plan in mind of later applying 
for membership in Mortar Board. In 1937, 
‘they entered their first petition for recogni- 
tion and from that time until their acceptance 
in February they have kept in ‘touch with the 
national society. 
The * ess of electing a local group to 
membership is not a hurried one—it is a slow, 
careful operation during which the college, 
its students and the faculty are thoroughly 
surveyed: An inspector from Mortar Board 


E first inspects the campus and’ sends in her 


report to the National Convention. If the re- 
port is favorable a{ second inspector is sent 
and again submits a report. If this is ac- 
ceptable, the chapters in the séction where the 
college is located vote onthe school, West- 
minster and -Target passed these two inspec- 
tions and the eight college chapters in this 
district voted in our favor. 

The next step, that of presenting a formal 
petition to’ the Council for membership, is 
followed by a vote by the entire 89 chapters 
and the college‘is accepted or rejected. 

Inspectors who visit the petitioning college 
base their reports on the general character- 
istics of the college, including its buildings 
and building progress. The number of stu- 
dents and faculty members and the proportion 
of men and women are also considered. Also 
important in a_ report are the number of 


women in clubs, the offices they hold in them 


and the personality, scholarship, and ability 
of these women. | 

In over 21 years of existence on West- 
‘minster’s campus, Target has made) many 


contributions in the field of service as well as 


scholarship. The library, infirmary and 
campus organizations have benefited by their 
work. These women also aid annually at 
Parent’s day, Freshman week and receptions. 
Now these same women will soon be’ Mortar 
Board members. Installation of the new group 
will take place sometime in March or the be-

“Justice,” said Daniel Webster, “is the great interest of 


man jon earth.” 


Perhaps this was true in Webster’s days; but, 


as was illustrated in a recent TIME article, justice is far re- 
moved from man’s interest today. _Webster’s contemporaries 


followed each court trial with as much zeal as a judge. 
BS 


were fully aware of each implica- 
tion of court procedure. There 
was no need for parenthetical ex- 
planations of the most elementary 
procedures and oldest rules of evi- 
dence as was used in the recent 
Sheppard: trial coverage. The 
courts are a measure of good gov- 
ernment. The strength of the lat- 
ter depends on that of the former. 


Chief| Justice Arthur Vanderbilt 
of the New Jersey Supreme court 
claims the courts are to blame for 
this lack 6f interest on the part of 
the populace. “It is in the courts 
and not! in the legislature that our 
citizens | primarily feel that keen, 
cutting edge of law. If they have 
respect for the work of the courts 
as it affects them, their respect 
for law| will. survive the short- 
comings |of -every other branch of 
government; but if they lost their 
respect for the courts, their re- 
spect for law and order will van- 
ish with>it, to the great detriment 
of society.” To achieve and hold 
the respéct, Vanderbilt makes im- 
perative action for improving the 
quality of judges, simplifying court 
procedures, and cutting delay of

trials by more expedient manage- 
ment. 

By the Jacksonian theory that 
men are not only born equal, but 
remain equal throughout life, the 
first ‘elective judiciary occurred in 
1846. A.judge with a knowledge 
of politics cannot be discredited; 
but, according to Justice Henry T. 
Lummus of Massachusetts Supreme 
court: “There is no certain harm in 
turning a politician into a judge. 
He may be or become a good 
judge. The curse of the elective 
system is the converse: that it turns 
almost every judge into a politi- 
cian.” The judge may be the best 
in his field, but to gain re-election 
he must submit to a certain ex- 
tent to some semblance of politics. 


Vanderbilt has the following to say 


concerning some of the qualities 
of a judge: “Judges learned in the 
law, not merely the law in books, 
but something far more difficult 
to acquire, the law as applied in 
action in. the courtroom; judges 
deeply versed in the mysteries of 
human nature and‘ adept in the

discovery of truth in the discord- 
ant testimony of fallible human 
beings ... .” Vanderbilt suggests 
that a list of qualified men for 
judge duty be drawn up, and once 
appointed, a judge’s election would 
be by answering of the question 
“Shall Judge retain his 
office?” A simple yes or‘no vote 
would be adequate. 

As| for simplifying court pro- 
cedures, Judge Vanderbilt states 
that the so-called “sporting theory 
of law” be eliminated. This theory 
is basically the work of the tricky 


? lawyer, the one who pulls a sur- 


prise witness, or comes up with a 
new twist in a law. Under new 
federal rules there is a_ pretrial 
where both the plaintiff and de- 
fendant state what they expect to 
prove in a case. This ends a judge’s 
fumbling through pleadings of a 
trial to find out what it is about. 


Mismanagement in judicial 
spheres cause many delays. Some 
judges are worked to point of ex- 
haustion while others sit idle. What 
is needed is the power for someone 
to |assign judges to those courts 
where they are most needed; ,the 
obvious person for the job of giv- 
ing assignments would be the Chief 
Justice. 

When laymen revolt against the 
notion that courts exist primarily 
for judges and lawyers, and only 
incidentally for the benefit of lit- 
igants and the state, then cures 
will occur, says Judge Wanderbilt. 
Perhaps a glance at court proceed-

Physics Prof 
Dies Suddenly 


Senior Faculty Member 
Served 36 Years 


Dr. James A. Swindler, past head 
of physics and astronomy at West- 
minster.-college, died Monday, Feb. 
28 at his home, 227 North Market St. 
at 9:45 a.m. 

Dr. Swindler died very suddenly of 
a heart attack. He was Westmin- 
ster’s senior member of the faculty, 
having spent 36 years of his life 
here. He started his work at the 
college in 1919. 

May 20, 1887, on a farm near Ad- 
vance, Ind., about 24 miles \from 
Indianapolis was the time and birth- 
place of Dr. Swindler. He was the 
third of five children and after being 
graduated from Advance high school 
in 1906, he taught all grades in a 
country school. 

In 1910 Dr. Swindler enrolled at 
Indiana university where he made 
the acquaintance of Wendell Wilkie. 
He received his bachelor’s degree in 
1913 and his master’s degree in 1915, 
both from Indiana university. In 
1917 he accepted an assistant profes- 
sorship in physics at Pennsylvania

While at Westminster he served as 
registrar from 1920 to 1936, acting 
dean in 1934-35 and as chairman of 
the division of natural sciences from 
1946 to 1948. From Indiana univer- 
sity in 1925 he received his Ph.D. 
in philosophy. 





In 1914 Dr. Swindler married Miss 


Elda McKinney of Otterbein, In- 
diana. The Swindler’s have had 
three children: Lewenne, now Mrs. 
H. Riley Patton, Jr.; Sergeant Gilbert 
Swindler, who was killed i in Rantoul, 
Ill. in an automobile accident in 
February, 1952; and Jean, now Mrs.

Dr. Swindler was elected first 
chairman of the Association of Phys- 
ics Teachers of Western Pennsyl- 
vania and Environs, a position which 
he held for three years.

He also was an elder in the 
local United Presbyterian’ church 
and was active in all church affairs.

Old Science Hall Houses Egyptian Mummy 


About 2000 years ago there lived, 
300 miles south of Cairo, Egypt, a 
princess, Lady Pest Ma Rheres, 
daughter of the priest of Khem. 
Today the mummy of the princess 
is here at Westminster, resting in 
a glass case in a room on the top 
floor of the old science hall. This 
room houses the biology museum

The museum has many interesting 
collections. In addition to the 
mummy there are other Egyptian

in religious’ ceremonies. All of 
4the exhibits have been given to 
the college as gifts and the mummy 
was presented by the Rev. John 
Griffin who graduated from West- 
minster in 1871. 

Another exhibit is a collection 
of Indian war club heads and a 
display of Indian spears, arrows 
and handicraft. The museum has 
a very fine mollusk, or shell col- 
lection. These shells are of all 
sizes, shapes and colors and come 
from all parts of the world. There 
is also a very fine collection of 
coral from Atlantic and Pacific 
tropical waters. 

In addition to these exhibits 
there is a large collection of birds 
found -in western Pennsylvania and 


included in the display are the 
nests and eggs of these birds. 
Most of the classifying in all of 
these exhibits has been done by 
members of Beta Beta Beta, who 
also have set up the displays. 


Originally the museum was twice 
as large but due to the present 
lack of space many of the exhibits 
are stored away. Among these 
are a geology. exhibit, a display of 
Japanese war dress and a chinese 
collection. 


As of now the fhuseum is not 
open. However, if enough stud- 
ent interest is shown, the biology 
department may open it a few 
days each week for student in- 
spection.

Washabaugh was presented . with 
an engraved Hall of Fame. award. 
His picture will be placed in Helms 
hall, the international sports shrine 
in Los Angeles, and his name en- 
graved on the Hall of Fame trophy 
lodged there. 


“ As head basketball coach at West- 
minster, Grover Washabaugh, or 
“Pappy” .as_ he. is -affectionately 
known in athletic circles, has just 
completed -his 18th year. His aver- 
age for that period is 70%, as he 
has only had one losing season. 

Westminster teams coached by 
him have played in the country’s 
biggest arenas against the nation’s 
In 1941 his Ti- 
tans piled up a 20-1 record and went 
on to the National Invitational 
tournament. His experience has al- 
so proved invaluable in his extra- 
curricular job that he has filled for 
the past four years as chairman of 
District ‘30, NAIA. 

Before coming to Westminster, 
Washabaugh coached four years at 
Woodlawn High school, Aliquippa, 
four years at South Hills High school,

To What Echt?

No matter what movie is produced, it is censored: first by 
Motion Picture Association of America in reviewing all films; 
second by) state boards of censor, and some movies receive local 
censor| board or other such legion criticism. For some persons 
this is not thorough enough. They want the federal govern- 


ment to act as an additional board 
of censors. | 


Consitutional wise a:'movie could 
come under the “clear and -present 
danger”) laws if it. were bad 
enough.| Also censors could operate 
under Constitution Article I section 
eight, “Congress shall provide for 
the . general) welfare of the United 
States.”| Couldn’t you imagine a 
body of Congress taking time out 
from its usual schedule. to watch 
a movie and pass criticism and 
censor?| Perhaps censorship would 
be divided-along party lines. 


Any federal censorship could be 
declared unconstitutional by the 
first amendment under freedom of 
speech. | And, if this amendment 
was by-passed, the tenth amend- 
ment, stating that powers not del- 
egated to the federal government 
by the Constitution nor prohibited 
by it to the state, are reserved to 
the states. Since the states already 
have censorship powers, the fed- 
eral government would have a hard 
time intervening. 

Under present lawssset down by 
the Motion Picture Association of 
America, says president Eric John- 
son, there are enough rules. If a 
picture is clearly filthy or violent, 
the producer and owner of the 
theatre can be punished state and 
federal wise.

states are either very liberal or 
conservative. The main reason for 
this is that the board pays so low 
that reasonable men aren’t attract- 
ed to the job. When this happens 
rules become antiquated and ridicu- 
lous. For instance there is a rule 
in Pennsylvania that the “duration 
of a kiss .. may not be over five 
feet long.” Ever take a ruler to 
the movies? - 

Zachariah Chafee in his book 
Free Speech in the United States 
says that “the main defense of 
censorship is to’. protect children. 
But wise parents ‘won’t take their 
children to see any questionable 
movies, and the foolish parents 
who do permit their children to 
watch such, well they won’t learn 
anything they don’t already 
know.” Formal audience, control to 
Chafee is enough. It is interesting 
to note that “The Moon Is Blue” 
was banned by local. censorships 
and the Roman Catholic Legion of 
Decency yet it netted three and 
One-half million dollars. 

Jefferson says the “government 
which governs least, governs best.” 
This can be applied to movie cen- 
sorship so long as we have re- 
sponsible producers. A_ closing 
thought inspired by Milton: “Who 
is to say who shall censor? Who 
is so far above everyone else as 
to possess that power?”

Again the thump of a football and the barking of signals 


can be heard? coming from the 


football field every afternoon,

The paces that the boys go through 
are somewhat the same as they are 
during the regular season.

This is designed to protect both the college 
and: also to safeguard the professor. 

After a professor has taught at West- 
minstbr for at least six | years, he may be 
placed on tenure. Once a/person is on tenure, 

his eppteact is automatically renewed each 

* year, |if. he so desires. Mr. Cummings has 

taught at Westminster three years, and thus 

4s no tenure. 

BMeiieial reasén cali be given for| Mr. 
Eiminings’ dismissal. But we can give rea- 
sons why we think he should remain. 

This is a Christian college. During his 
three| years here, Mr. Cummings, has gained 


a reputation as one of the outstanding Christ- 
ian men on the faculty. He has served as able 


spensor for Christian Youth fellowship for the 
past two of these years. In a Christian col- 
lege, don’t we want Christian men? 
Mr, Cummings recently completed work 
for his Ph.D. His schooling record shows a 
BS. degree from~ Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and an M.S. degree from Case 
_Institute. Students who have had him have 
‘but’ one complaint as a teacher, “he grades 
too hard.” In an expanding science depart- 
ment,

been ‘opposed to policies of the president arid 
the board for some time. But, according to 
him, hhe has never discussed his position with 
the administration in his classroom at any 

 time.. In analyzing this situation, it is also 
interesting to nofé that only one member of 
-last year's faculty (1953-54) who returned this 
year is not on a faculty committee. Tom 
‘Cummings is that one person. 

»,There seems to be no complaint on the 
teaching ability of Mr. Cummings. We can 
find none on his Christian character. Then 

why was he dismissed? We do not know. 

The college technically has the right to 

= him. It does not have to tell why he

The conclusion has forced itself upon several of us that-

of late The Holead has failed to meet its responsibility to keep 
its readers informed concerning matters of vital interest which 
have happened on and around the campus. According to the 
declarations by the administration of the college, and according 

e— 


to the testimony of the editor, The 
Holcad is not) a censored publica- 
tion; therefore it-is free to fulfill 
its responsibility, Nevertheless, The 
Holcad has remained silent where 
it should have spoken. Three in- 
stances will suffice to demonstrate 
the point. 

In the fall semester of the cur- 
rent academic year, The Holcad 
itself. was, involved in a severe 
controversy where the future of 
the paper was at stake. Charges 
and counter-charges were made, 
committees were formed and other 
committees were disbanded; here- 
say ‘and rumor mingled with fact 
were rampant. Despite that fact, 
and despite the fact that The Hol- 
cad did not fail to publish a single 
issue during the crisis, not one 
word appeared in either its news 
columns or its editorial columns 
giving the facts of the incident as 
news reporters have means of ob- 
taining them, in order to clarify 
the issues and dispel ignorance. 

No Longer Needed 

During the past two weeks, news 
has been circulated that Mr. Thom- 
as Cummings, instructor in chem- 
istry, was informed by the admin- 
istration that his services would. 
no longer be required after the 
current academic year. It is re- 
markably strange that no reason 
has been given for -the dismissal 
in view of |the high regard in’ 
which |he was held by his students

and in view of the fact that the 
science departments are expanding, 
as we have been told. Despite the 
grave: concern generated in ‘the col- 
lege community, The Holcad gave 
no indication in the issue published 
since the news became generally 
known that it had conducted any 
kind of inquiry in an effort to 
obtain accurate information for its 
readership. Much less has there 
been any editorial comment. 

At the present time, if scattered 
oral reports are trustworthy, the 
Religious Life committee is in the 
process of selecting .an_ instructor 
to serve through the United Pres- 
byterian Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions on the faculty of one of the 
mission colleges. He is to fill a 
position which should have been 
filled by a member of last year’s 
senior class. Despite the fact that 
the young man will chosen 
from the student body and de- 
spite the fact that his salary will 
be paid in large measure by vol- 
untary student contributions, the 
student publication has not re- 
ported the progress being made by 
the committee in making its se- 


lection, nor has it made known in # 


detail the process of selection, that 
is, who may apply, when applica- 
tions must be made, the qualifi-

Frequently you hear students’ on campus make 
ing complaints, such as, “Gosh, I wish I didn’t have 
to. go to school. My buddy Joe got a job right 
after he graduated from high school. and now he’s 
making eighty bucks a week and has a new car. / 
While here I sit, slaving away for nothing.” 

Few of us really appreciate our right to an ed- 
ucation, so perhaps it would be a good idea to write 
about a university in Berlin which is struggling 
right now for ;its very existence. 

During World War II the Nazis closed the schools - 
of Germany or else so indoctrinated the teachers and 
students that they became little more than machines 
for Nazi propaganda. Humboldt ‘university in the 
Soviet sector was one that was closed, and it was 
not reopened until the Russians took over. The 
Reds proved to be as intolerant as the Nazis, how- 
ever, and conducted a program of censorship and 
often murder. ; 

Around 1948 many students and faculty members 
managed to escape into West Germany, where they 
began holding classes in an abandoned carbarn. The 
Ford foundation donated money to buy books and 
equipment. 

The enrollment, then 2000, ial swelled to 6000. 
The majority of students do not have enough to 
eat or wear, as they escaped from the Soviet zone 
with nothing but the clothes they were wearing. 
They have to stand during classes, they cannot af> 
ford the. “luxury” of seats. 

Because they cannot afford extra-curricular acti- | 
vities, the students spend their spare time in active 


- student government participation. Their aim ‘is to 


run the university on democgatic lines and to get 
rid of Communism, Nazism, and anti-Semitic feel- 
ing.

‘Prof Davis Retires

The office of the dean has announced the retirement this 
summer of Professor Alan B. Davis of the music department. 


\. Many of you know Prof Davis, now professor of voice, who 


has served Westminster with distinction for over 27 years. He 
is not only an integral part of our college but also a distin- 
ished member of the musical field in his own right. 


Prof Davis was born July 21, 1885 
in Johnstown, where he attended the 
ase schools. He engaged in struc- 
tural engineering for a short time 
before deciding to enter the field of 
music. Later he was graduated with 
highest honors from the Indianapolis 
Conservatory of Music, then one of 
the finest of such schools in the 
country. After teaching on a fellow- 
ship there for two years, he received 
a master-artist degree in voice. Mr. 
Davis has also done graduate work 
in musicology at the University of 

The Johnstown College of Music, 
still a growing institution, was 
founded by our Prof Davis in 1916. 
It is:also interesting to know that 
from 1921 to 1925 he was a member 
of the musical staff and a soloist at 
station KDKA. ° 


" Mr. Davis was offered the position 


of professor of music and ~Director 
of the Music Conservatory of West- 
minster college, and in January 1928, 
he began his long-continued work 
here. At that time, no degrees were 
offered for music majors. Prof Da- 
vis established the full, accredited 
four-year course we have now and 
during his twelve years as director, 
the Conservatory grew from no mu- 
sic majors at all to more than fifty. 

For his hard work, Prof Davis has 
received many honors. He is list- 
ed in Who’s Who in the Eastern 
United States and Leaders in Educa- 
tion in the U. S. He was notified 
last September that he is eligible for 
International Who’s Who in Music.

Who says New Wilmington is dead? Well, let’s 
face it—it is! But by next fall things should liven 
‘up around here. 

New Wilmington has been designated as the 
site of a new ‘secret government project to be 
erected during the summer. This national defense 
plant will have the specific purpose’-of research 
into germ warfare. 

The government. has selected New Wilmington 
because of its strategic location between Pittsburgh 
and Youngstown. 

All work done in the plant will be top secret, 
but part time jobs will be‘open to Westminster stu- 
dents.

Forry Explains 
New Catalog 


Dr. John Forry, dean of the col- 
lege, has annouriced that there have 
been a few changes made in the 
new catalog. Requirements for all 
programs have been defined more 
clearly and the new requirements 
for the Bachélor of science degree 
have been indicated. Tuition and 
room fees have been raised, also. 

In the old catalog, requirements 


for students and the number of: 


hours appeared’ together, but be- 
cause there were numerous excep- 
tions this method has-been revised. 
The new plan on pages 43 and 44 
describes each requirement and the 
courses that satisfy certain require- 
ments. On pages 45 and 46 are listed 
all-college programs for each de- 
gree. 

Those students who entered col- 
lege after June 1953, the present 
freshmen and sophomores, may be 
affected by the change in the Bach- 
elor of science. degree stated ‘on 
page 45. Previously there was no 
distinction made between the all- 
college Bachelor of science and the 
Bachelor of arts degree. Because 
the Bachelor of science degree lim- 
ited the amount of electives a stu- 
dent could take, the requirements 
have been altered. The following 
have been changed: (1) Speech from 
4 to 2 hours, (2) Humanities from 
6 to 3 hours, (3) Social science from 
12 to 6 hours, (4) Fine arts from 4 
to 2 hours. 


Students must also take a mini- 
mum of 20:hours in sciences in 
fields other than their major. Those 
who major in biology,- chemistry, 
mathematics or physics are eligible 
for the Bachelor of science: degree. 

The hours for Hnglish compo- 
sition, foreign language, Bible and 
physical education remain the same. 

A Bachelor of science student may 
still elect to take the Bachelor of 
arts degree, but the requirements of 
the Bachelor of arts degree must be 
fulfilled. ; 

The room fee has increased $8 
making the present fee $64-$80 de- 
pending on where the student lives. 
The inclusive college fee for music 
students is $307.50 and for other 
students is $257.50 beginning next 
fall. : 

The catalogs have not arrived as 
yet, but they are expected shortly. 
Dean Forry‘advises that every stu- 
dent should eheck with the catalog 
concerning these changes _ before 
registering for next year.

Debaters Finish 


Successful Year 


Take Fourth Place 
In Tech Tournament 


Coach Moorhouse’s debaters com- 
pleted their most successful cam- 
paign in several yeats Saturday 
as they notched six victories in 
e ght debates to carry off fourth 
place in a field of fifteen teams 
at the annual Carnegie Tech In- 
vitational tournament. 

The victories swelled the varsity 
debaters’ record to a season’s total 
of 52 victories against 22 losses— 
an average of slightly more than 
70 per. cent. This record is the 
more remarkable in view of the 
method of matching “strength 
against strength” used at so many 
tournaments, including the Carnegie 
Tech tournament. 

Under the system if a. team wins 
its first debate, it is matched 
against another winner. If it wins 
the second debate, the team meets 
another double winner, and son on. 
Under this system it is almost im- 
possible for a team to win all their 
debates, and it becomes hard to 
deviate much either above or be- 
low the .500 mark. Despite the 
“strength against strength” match- 
ing the Westminster team , won 
more debates than they lost at 
every tournament which they en- 
tered this year. 

The varsity team was composed 
of Mary Albright and Dan Migliore 
alternating as ffirst affirmative 
speaker, Norman Shepherd as sec- 
ond” affirmative speaker, and James 
Anderson and John Layman, as 
first and second negative speakers, 
respectively. The team was coach- 
ed by associate Professor Melvin 
P. Moorhouse.

I sincerely hope that it was lack of information that

Before stating my position with respect to, the newspaper

torial. | You) stated that the “news- 
papers! report news.” The so- 
called news in this instance was 
an open letter from a man who 
had asked|to be, and was released 
from his contract so that he might 
accept a better position. Such open 
letters are no “news” by any 
stretch| of the imagination and in a 
paper (conducted ethically, would 
have been) printed in the “Letters 
to the | Editor” section. 


A year ago the Administration 
met with ||representatives of the 
American Association of University 
Professors. | Because my namé had 
been affixed to earlier correspond- 
ence between the Faculty and the 
Administration, I- was asked to 
appear \before these representatives. 
At the |meeting, which was held in 
Pittsburgh, every single item of 
controversy; was reviewed in de- 
tail. The | meeting lasted about 
five bere and a complete tran- 
script of the meeting was taken. At 
that meeting, the Administration 
was cautioned not to reveal, even 
to the teacher involved, the reason 
for dismissal. Aside from this, it 
would appear obvious that to dis- 
cuss such matters would in many 
instances work a hardship on the 
teacher dismissed. By the same

line of reasoning, it is equally ob- 
vious that much of the business 
transacted by both Administration 
and Board is not in the public 
domain. 
Carey’s Letter * 

Now |let me reply to Carey’s 
letter, He states that the “con- 
stitution of the board is antiquated.” 
The College has a_ constitution 
under which the Board functions. 
The Board, as such, does not have 
a constitution. Even though such 
a constitution existed, its age 


would not necessarily condemn ita 


After all, there are a good many 
people who feel that the Consti- 
tution of the United States is still 
quite satisfactory. Even President 
Roosevelt burned his fingers on 
that one. 

Carey states that the Board is 
“large and unwieldy.” There are 
some fifty members of the Board. 
From this group is chosen the 
Executive Committee, and it is this 
committee that transacts most of 
the business of the Board, subject 
of the approval of the Board as a 
whole, however.

There 
are many.-matters which) are not 
the business of the Faculty, and 
on Which no faculty member should 
be asked to vote. 

That the faculty “has access to 
the Board cnly through its presi- 
dent” is legally correct: In actual 
practice that has not proven to be 
the case, and a good many |instances 
of Faculty-Board contacts |could be 
cited. 

Duff Letter 


In quoting from ‘Miss ‘Duff's let- 
ter,, you must remember that the 
original letter came from a woman 
who had not been recontracted. 
The letter itself was a vague dia- 
tribé of insinuations and half truths. 


QVhave sé written to Miss Duff, 


and you may ask her for a copy 
of my letter. 

I have had my own difficulties 
with the Board. I felt that an 
action taken was ‘punitive and un- 
fair. Instead of broadcasting, my 
feelings to the Press, I went to 
members of the’ Board and ex- 
plained my position. The action 
was rescinded at the next meeting 
of the Board, and my relations with 
that body have been uniformly 
pleasant since then, 

I have disagreed on a number 
of occasicns with the present Ad- 
ministration. In almost all such 
instances I have gone directly to 
the administrative officer involved 
and talked the matter over. While 
my point of view was not always 
accepted, nor was I always con- 
vinced of the correctness of the Ad- 
ministration’s position I have never 
had occasion to feel that my work 
was jeopardized or my relations 
with the officer involved changed. 
If that is being a “yes” man, then 
I guess that is what I am. I will 
continue, however, to voice my op- 
inion whenever I feel so inclined 
and I am not in the least afraid of 
reprisal. There is a difference. of 
course, between discussing a dif- 
ference of opinion and starting a 
fight.

I would like that 
same group to justify a campaign 
of riducule and vilification while 
drawing a salary from the institu- 
tion they seem to hold in such con- 
tempt. I would like specific in- 
stances of colleges which sanction- 
ed such ridicule and vilification on 
the part of staff members. Can this

I wonder how many people have ever seen a Chinese play? 
I wonder how many people know how the Chinese present 


their plays? 


The Little Theatre couldn’t have chosen an older play to 


produce than “Lute Song.” 
successful productions. It was first 
presented in the Imperial court of 
Peking in 1404. Only royalty and 
high officers of the court were al- 
lowed to attend. This play is the 
Chinese classic as “Hamlet” is the 
classic of the Elizabethan period. 

The Little Theatre’is not follow- 
ing all of the traditions of the 
Chinese theater. It would be quite 
impossible. They are, however, 
using a few traditional® custems. 
The scenery is very simple com- 
pared to our English theater. There 
is a minimum number of props 
and there is no attempt for actual 
reality. 

There is a raised | platform used 
in “Lute Song” to represent the in- 


terior of a house of a poor peas- . 


It boasts more than 500 years of 
a 


ant, a room in a palace or a temple 
of Buddha. The stage below this 
raised platform represents a gar- 
den in a palace, a road or a street. 

Another fascinating and strange 
custom in the Chinese theater is 
that of changing the scenery be- 
tween scenes. All props are chang- 
ed by prop men and women dressed 
in black . They dress in this man- 
ner so they cannot be easily seen 
by the audience. This is one of 
the customs that the Little Theatre 
will be following in their produc- 
tion. 

One thing that is important to 


‘the Chinese theater is the use of 


elaborate costumes. Westminster’s

DADA was born in 1916 in a 


small cafe in Zurich, Switzerland: 


Among the revolutionaries, profit- 


eers, spies and pacifists using Zur- 
ich as a hideout. was a German 
poet named Hugo Ball. Gathered 
around him were a group of writ- 
ers, and artists who’ were fedup 
with war, booms and depressions, 
had no faith in religion and de- 
spised the self-conscious art of the 
cubists an dfuturists. As a pro- 
test, they made up their minds to 
be as disorderly as possible,: and 
defiantly named their movement by 
simply plunging a knife in a French 
dictionary; the knifepoint quivered 
at ‘the infantilesounding, Dada, 
French for hobbyhorse. 

They began by holding recitations 


at the Cabaret Voltaire in which

two poems were declaimed simul- 
taneously so that no one could 
understand either. The public was 
invited gravely to performances 
only to be insulted by “music” 
played on typewriters and  pot- 





covers. At one performance a 
Dadaist -recited poetry with his 
head encased in huge covering 


shaped like a sugarloaf. Another, 
who since become a New York 
psychiatrist, danced, yapping loud- 
ly, ‘and later waddled about the 
stage, his head thrust into a stove- 
pipe. 
Hobbyhorse Rocks 

The hobbyhorse was rocking 
rapidly now and artistic riders jos- 
tled each other for a seat in the 
saddle. One poet did nothing but 
write postcards'to his friends; one 
artist splashed an irregular blob 
of ink on a sheet of whitepaper 
and titled it “The Virgin Mary.” 
Max Ernst contributed a sculpture 
of hard wood beside which lay 
an ax. The public was invited to 
express its reaction by chopping 
away; unfortunately, today’s sculp- 
tors aren’t so daring. 


Elbowing aside Tristan Tzara, 
who was responsible for the first 
“sound poem” you read, Stein and 
Ball, Mercel Duchamp held the 
rein with a brilliant series of baga- 
telles. First, he painted “Nude De- 
scending the Stairs”; then, metic- 
ulously copied da Vinci’s “Mona 
Lisa” adding a mustache and a 
beard; he held out a bottle, put a 
cork oh, and had “Air from Paris.” 
The culmination came in 1917 when 
he shipped across the Atlantic to 
a New York exhibition his most 
famous readymade. It was a ur- 
inal, identical with those that adorn 
mens’ rooms, entitled “Fountain” 
and signed R. Mutt. 

‘You could hardly say the writers 
were outdone. They wrote books 
in which dragons Yolled about mod- 
ern Paris. Tzara and Stein both 
wrote poems compounded of names 
from a telephonedirectory. Reach- 
ing a point of remarkable simpli- 
fication, Tzara wrote a poem by 
repeating the word “roar” 147 
times. Finally, a very methodical 
German, Karl Schwitters refined 
DADA to atomsize; Schwitters re- 
cited his poem of exactly one 
letter—“W,”—and finished his reci- 
tation by barking like a dog. 

No Place To Go 

After that, there was simply no 
place to go. Dadaism, which in 
theory, had been dedicated to the 
destruction of all systerns hed ‘be- 
come systematic. Duchamp threw 
DADA about the time Surrealism 
came in vogue. The hobbyhorse 
brokedown and was buried with 
a tombstone engraved 1916-1924. 

In 1936 he neighed weakly when 
Oppenheim lined his teacup with 
fur and also, rings and bracelets. 
He whinnied loudest when Du- 
champ at the 1953:New York show 
of DADA relics, pronounced, 
“DADA is not passe.. The Dada 
spirit is eternal. Our art will al- 
ways exist as a concrete expres- 
sion. of freedom.” 

Despite the fact that the Da- 
daists made a lot of pictures from 
garbage which were never any- 
thing else I think he is right. So- 
ciety shoves us in groups, num- 
bers and analyzes us. Everybody 
is organized except e. e. ‘cumm- 
ings. Dadaist Duchamp and Em- 
erson have a mental bond when 
the transcendentalist said, “Genius 
is always sufficiently the enemy 
of genius by over-influence.”

‘tations for the deaf, seminars on 
aviation and flying, a course in 
understanding the opera. 

All these are tentatively planned 
in addition to the regular popular 
WQED shows like Pitt and Tech’s 
“Campus on Call (in which prom- 
inent people in the news are ques- 
tioned on some issue). “The Lis- 
tener” (a program devoted to lis- 
tening to and explaining classical 
music) and the overwhelmingly 
popular “Children’s Corner” (which 
‘has over 11,000 youthful members 
for its Tame Tiger club). 

WQED has become good proof 
that television can be a reat ed- 
ucational medium. It has had many 
difficulties, it still has many faults. 
Nevertheless. it is certainly worth 
some of our viewing hours each 
week. It seems to indicate a good 
future for educational television.

There are several types that come 
to ring the bell whenever West- 
minster has a victory to be told.

Tracksters Kye Westminster, Tri-State 


Records In Nine Way Meet Tomorrow 


Tomorrow the Titans will compete in the tri-state track 
meets against a group of eight other colleges. 

For the interested readers, following are the Westminster 
records and record holders, as compared to tri-state records and 


holders. 
records. 

A Westminsterite holds the Tri- 
state as well as college hundred 
yard dash record. Art Jones 
clocked 9.6 in his dash at the tri- 
states in 1948. The Westminster 
220 yard dash record also belongs 
to Jones with a time of 22 sec- 
onds flat. However, McElravey of 
Wash-Jeff clocked 21.9 in the tri- 
states in 1951. 


This year’s Titan co-captain 
Marlowe Tolbert holds the 440 
school record of 509 seconds, 


which beats the tri-state record of 
51.0 established by Slippery Rock’s 
Kaufmann in 1940 and tied in 1950 
by Grove City’s Baughman. West- 
minster’s 880 record dates back to 
1907 when Lambie ‘ran 1:58.0, while 
the tri-state record is 2:00.2. 


Dick Blum holds the Titan mile 
record with 4:32. The tri-state time 
for the mile is 4:28.0, held by Pin- 
kerton of Carnegie Tech in 1938. 

The 220 low hurles record in the 
tri-state went to Whitehead of Be- 
thany in 1950 with a 240 time. 
Bud Brownlee, 1932, holds West- 
minster’s record.with a 25.6 time. 
He also holds the Titan low hurdle 
time of 15.0 garnered in the same 
year. The 120 yard hurdles record 
in the tri-state meet is 15.1 by 
Whitehead of Bethany. 


Besides the mile record, Dick 
Blum also holds the Titan .two 
mile time of 10:11.1 clocked in 1951. 
The tri-state record stands at 10:05. 
and belongs to Carmen of Carnegie 
Tech. 

The. tri-state javelin throw rec- 
ord was set in 1951 by Ocamb of 
Allegheny, with a toss of 187’ 
10 1/4”, while the Titan. record 
of 172’ was set by Achilles Copétas 
in 1949. The Titan high jump rec- 
ord is 62”, set by Richard Paul 
in 1949. The tri-state record is 6 
1 1/2”, held by Schlosser of Slip- 
pery Rock. F 

Westminster’s pole vault record 
belongs to Fred Miller, who’ in 
1942 vaulted 11’'7”, while a meas- 
urement of 12’ 6 1/2c marks the 
tri-state record. It belongs to 
Bateman of Carnegie Tech. The 
Westminster broad jump record is 
22 feet, garnered long ago by De- 
vers, \1902 to be exact. In 1953 
Coates of Grove City jumped 21’ 
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Check next week’s Holead for any possible broken 
s——— 


8” for the tri-state record. 

Bill Jackson registered a new 
shet put toss this -year with a 
heave of 43’ 7 3/4”, breaking the 
previous record of 41’ 3/4”* held 
by George Hamas of 1931. The tri- 
state record is: held by Cuffari of 
Grove City. In 1953 he tossed it 
48’2”. 

And there they are, the records 
which the opponents in tomorrow’s 
tri-state meet will attempt to shat- 
ter.

Miss Nixon Officiates 
At Radio, TV Seminar 


Miss Elizabeth Nixon, professor of 
journalism, has been asked by the 
United ‘States State department to 
officiate as lecturer, leader, guide 
and hostess from the United States 
for a group of 18 radio, television 
and journalism specialists from 11 
foreign countries.

Asked Of Board And Student Croups 


Paper With 33 Signatures Sent Via Dr, Orr; 
Wants Steps Taken For New Policies Locally 


A memorandum recommending the study of racial dis- 
crimination in Westminster fraternities and sororities was sent 
to the Board of Trustees via Dr. Will W. Orr this week. 

The paper contained 33 signatures including nearly all the 
presidents of campus Greek organizations and the lone inde- 


pendent group. 


Also: signing the paper were the presidents of all campus 


Enrollment Tops 
Since 1950 Mark 


Frosh Class Totals327 ; 
100 Vets Register 


Figures for the largest enroll- 
ment at the college since the first 
semester of 1950-51 were released 
this week by Miss Isabel Ramsey, 
recorder. 


A total of 1,072 students, 513 men 
and 559 women, compares to the 
1,085 registered five years ago. 


Included are 151 freshmen men 
and 176 freshmen women for a to- 
tal of 327. 


The largest enrollment of veter- 
ans getting their schooling undef 
government scholarship was also 
reported by Dean of Men John Ed- 
wards. -Approximately 90 Korean 


' War, and 10 World War II veter- 


ans are registered with about two- 
thirds of them full time students. 
This represents the largest ex-G.I. 
enrollment since the post-World 
War II boom. 


An increase of nearly four per- 
cent is noted over last fall when 
1037 students registered. In addi- 
tion, the largest number of nurses, 
34, yet to take part in the Jameson 
hospital student nurse program, al- 
so matriculated this year and are 
included in the total. 


A breakdown of, the figures 
shows the senior class with 134 
members. Of these,- 73 are men 
and 61 women. The junior class 
has 82 men and 71 women for a 
total of 153. The sophomore Class 
has 111 men and 120 women for 
a 231 total. 

Nineteen special students and 
174 in the graduate school pro- 
pram bring the total to 1072. Of 
these, 363 are entering Westmin- 
ster for the first time while 709 
are returning, Miss Ramsey added.

The paper emphasized that by 
the signing of it the person did 
not necessarily represent his group 
or its’ opinion, but was signing as 
an individual. 

The memorandum, compiled by 
Dr. Joseph Hopkins, associate pro- 
fessor of Bible, recommended that 
the Board appoint a committee to 
study the matter; “the committee 
to invite the cooperation of the 
Interfraternity Council and the 
Pan-Hellenic Council and the Stu- 
dent Council in determining what 

steps should be taken ‘toward a 
“ campus-wide removal of discrimin- 
atory policies in Westminster's 
fraternities and _ sororities.” 


The statement pointed out that 
“significant steps” have been taken 
during the past 10. years on at least 
18 college and -university campuses 
toward ending the “unChristian and 


unAmerican practice of excluding’ 


non-Caucasions from membership 
. . . in fraternities and sororities.” 

Church - related colleges have 
been conspiciously absent. from. the 
list of institutions which have 
pioneered in this area, the state- 
ment said. 

“Christian colleges . should be 
leading the procession of those in- 
stitutions which are endeavoring 
to-further* the cause of racial tol- 
erance .and‘ brotherhood on their 
campuses,” the paper added. 


The memorandum points out that 
for one individual: fraternity chap- 
ter to attempt to buck national 
policy and perhaps suffer the loss 
of its national charter, would ‘be to 
place that chapter at an unfair 
disadvantage with @&her groups. 
Therefore, the recommendation was 
made tothe Board.

Tuesday’s lecturer will discuss 
the effect of science on life in the 
next 50 years. His talk includes 
such topics as food supply and 
population, rockets and space trav- 
el, transportation and the life span. 

Dr. Lapp is known in the science 
field for his contributions to the 
layman’s understanding of nuclear 
science. He contends that it is not 
necessary to understand © nuclear 
physics to appreciate the signifi- 
cance of atomic energy.

Lonardi Takes Over

While ex-chief Juan Peron spends his exile in 
Paraguay, Argentina’s new President Eduardo Lon- 
ardi has not been idle. The first step taken by the 
present regime was to extinguish the “eternal’ flame” 
that burned in memory of Eva outside the Congress 
building. Following that symbolic action, a navy: 
cruiser was dispatched at top speed to Uruguay to 
bring back 450 anti-Peronist exiles. Church holi- 
days have been restored, and Peron sympathizers 
have been oustéd from university posts.

\ labor unions, from which Peron had solid polit- 
ical support.

The most highly favored of 
the latter seems to have been sixteen year old 
Nelida Rivas, a janitor’s daughter, to whom he gave 
some of Eva’s jewelry, poodles, perfume and a sub- 
urban home. Peron took a fatherly. interest in 
other girls, ‘also forming a Union of High School 
Students and turning one of his presidential estates 
over to its girls’ division.

Speed, deception and convenient Thiel fumbles told the

Thiel eleven, 20-7, as 3,500 fans viewed the Titan squad in its 
initial game of the 1955 football campaign last Saturday.

of the ball lugging, gaining 11

the first half. The Blue and White

Thiel Threatens 


The Titans were on the defen- 
sive for most of the first quarter, 
as the Tomcats penetrated deep

Westminster’s first break came 
late in the first period when Bill 
White flopped on*a Tomcat fum- 
ble on the Titan 11 yard line.

Actually 
she could not discover much from 
her interview because all the per- 
tinent information concerning that 
government work was top secret.

Here ‘she’ remained for 
about seven weeks until she was 
transferred to one of the offices as 
a receptionist and secretary.

At the 
end of three months Miss West- 
over was given the assignment for. 
which she had so long waited. Her 
title was cryptoanalyst. 

Immediately she was placed in 
the lab to begin her extensive work 
that lasted for four years. Con- 
centrated study and training fol- 
lowed in the fields of cryptoanaly- 
sis, mathematics and languages. In 
addition to this, Miss Westover was 
required to take the oath’ that 
would bind her to secrecy for the 
rest of her life. All her work was 
labled TOP SECRET. 

In 1946, when her highly special- 
ized work was finished, Miss West- 
over went back to teaching at State 
Teachers college in Dickinson, N.

Ike’s Foreign Policy

“relations have come to play an extremely important part in 
our lives today and that it is essential for each of us to have 
Some conception of our government's foreign policies. 

President Eisenhower took the basic step toward a better 


world unity by improving national 
unity. Eisenhower has always dis- 
played his ability to work with di- 
verse groups by leading the Allied 
Armies in Europe in World War 
II and |now by successfully coop- 
erating with a predominantly Dem- 
ocratic Congress. He believes that 
no free people can withstand an 
aggressor if they are divided, and 
his popularity and sincerity have 
done much) to draw Americans 
closer together. 
Intends to Continue 

Eisenhower intends to continue 
the bi-partisan foreign policies of 
his predecessor. These policies 
were determined first. by conti- 
nental geography, for any hostile 
power (controlling Eurasia could 
tip the balance of power against 
us. Hence, the basic platform of 
keeping Western. Europe free and 
constructing defense stations in the 
Orient was originated. The second 
determinant is Soviet politics, as 
there is no evidence of any fuinda- 
mental changes in Russian impe- 


rialism.. The third factor concerns 
technology, for: the advent of the 
most fatal of all weapons means 
that total war cannot be used as 
an instrument of national policy. 


Eisenhower has followed several 


foreign policies instituted by Tru-4 


man. These include: containment 
of Russia by having a web of al- 
lies from Europe to Japan; avoid- 
ance of atomic war; ability to bar- 
gain from strength; and cementing 
of the American-Ariglo alliance. 
«Now that Europe has fairly well 
recovered from the war, Eisen- 
hower has reoriented our attitude 
toward the Middle East by the 
formation of SEATO and the sign- 
ing of the treaties with Turkey. 
Outstanding Figure 
Regardless of our political ideas, 
we must admit that Eisenhower 
was the sole outstanding figure at 
election time who had a sound 
knowledge of the world situation

Wash-out Caused 
By August Storm 


Repairs on the creek and 
footbridge leading to Russell 
hall will probably be com- 
pleted in a week or 10 days, 
collegé officials announced 
this week. 

Stone walls, more substan- 
tial than those previously built, 
are being constructed on each side 
of the footbridge and on the west 
side of the auto bridge. 

The creek itself is being made 
wider and deeper from the Maple 
street bridge near the football field 
to the Market street bridge below 
Old 77. 

“Wash-out” of the footbridge was 
the result of a heavy rainfall on 
the evening of August 12, during 
which time seven inches of rain 
fell on New Wilmington and vicin-, 
ity in a two-hour period. The rain 
was said to be a reaction to Hur- 
ricane “Connie.” 

Mr. Ross Ellis, the college busi- 
ness manager, said, “The creek 
channel was straightened 20 years 
ago,” but that since then, “the 
stream has been filled with mud 
and silt.” At that time a_ stone 
wall was built at the south end of 
the footbridge which remain 
standing during the récent rain. 

During the heavy rain brush and 
trees clogged the channel beneath 
the footbridge fercing the water 
to flow over and around it. This 
was what ‘caused the south end of 
the bridge to.“wash out.” —

mits that she considers her life 
an interesting one because of her 
many friends from all parts of 
the world. “I hope to have some 
more—an international group,” she 
explained. She believes strongly in 
internationalism. According to 
Christina, there are no basic dif- 
ferences in people, no matter what 
their nationality might be. “Peo- 
ple can get along together if they 
really want ~to and try hard 
enough,” she said. 

Another interesting aspect of her 
general outlook .on life in the 
United States is her opinion of our 
education. Naturally Miss Jouzeh 
would discover our school system 
quite different, because she is used 
to the “more rigid and conserva- 
tive” British educational principles. 


Our way of learning appeals to her:

Few of us realize just what kind of existence is had’ by 
those who are mentally ill. I had never thought about it until 
the other day when the general psychology class visited Polk 
State school, This is really an enlightening experience, but also 


a rather frightening one. 


We arrived at 1:30 p.m. and were promptly directed on

a tour of the school. The first 
thing we|saw was a gym class for 
spastic girls. | It was remarkable 
to see what is} being done for these 
children. 

The first children we: saw who 
were really mentally retarded were 
the Mongoloids. They have slanted 
eyes, stubby fingers and have’ dif- * 
ficulty in pronouncing words. 

Next we went to the diaper wards 
and the youngsters here were real- 
ly pathetic. The stench is terrible. 
Everything is kept spotlessly clean, 
but there is |still that inevitable 
odor. The most pitiful children in 
these wards were the hydrocephal- 
ics, whose heads) grow quite out 
of proportion |to the rest of their 
bodies. One eight months old baby 
had a head about) three and a half 
feet in diameter.| With this con- 
dition it is impossible for them to 
lift their heads, so they remain in 
bed. |

heads. (Equivalent to America’s 
coke and hot dogs) 


Guest officials for the game were 
Harry Truman and Winston Chur- 
chill, (their whistles were plugged 
up) while regular red officials were 
from the Russian NCAA, the Na- 
tural Communist Athletic associa- 
tion. 

The captains, Bigheadovich of the 
Redskins and O’Kelly of the Saar 
A.C. tossed to see who would wah 
ceive. The Redskins’ captain 
on a step over toe hold, also 
breaking his opponent’s arm in the 
process. 

Finally the game was ready to 
commence and as the two teams 
lined up for the kickoff, the band 
played the Russian national an- 
them, and a 21 gun salute followed.

He had a 100% _pass- 
ing record for the day, firing the 
pellét (in this case 30 caliber), 
stopping the defenders dead in their 
tracks. 


The new penalty rule put in 
force today was greatly accepted 
by the fans. Instead of yardage 
being stepped off against the guilty 
team, the violator was simply re- 
moved to the sidelines and ex- 
ecuted. 


Late in the game, a Saar AC. 
touchdown was nullified when 
Markolosovich, the left fullback 
from the right front trench, hit 
Malenkolowski in the flat on a 
sneak pass.

In a contest billed as one which would decide the small 
college football championship of western Pennsylvania, an 
underdog Waynesburg squad refused to carry out its role 
and gamely battled the Westminster Titans to a 7-7 draw before 


2500 rain drenched spectators. 

Not since the Tartans of Carnegie 
Tech turned the trick and defeated 
the Blie and White 6-0 in last year’s 
opener, has an opponent been able 
to emerge at the end of the after- 
noon with a tie or win to their credit. 
The tie put an abrupt and surprising 
end to the current 10 game win 
streak also ensnarling the race for 
the Class “B” honors. 

Showers beginning right before 
the game commenced, turned the 
grassless Waynesburg field into a 
veritable quamire even before the 
first cleat made an imprint. By the 
end of the first quarter, a field which 
on a clear day may have borne a 
reasonable. facsimile to some. sort 
of gridiron had taken the appearance 
of a pig pen at feeding time. | 

Realizing the fact that the muddy 
field hindered the offense of both 
teams, there remains a great deal 
of speculation as to the outcome of 
the game had the here-to-fore free 
wheeling backs of Westminster the 
sure footing which is necessary for 
their attack to function properly. 
As it was the swift Titan backs were 
held to a standstill.

After the Waynesburg score, the 
game went back to its former role 
of defensive playing.

The line of both teams deserves 
recognition for the splendid work 
they did throughout the game.

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Council Backs 
Board Ruling

“That the Board will obtain these 
facts is being facilitated through an 
even more sure method than would 
have been employed according to 
the procedure as outlined in the 
petition. The method to be used 
will enable each member to con- 
sider all available information in- 
dependently until the next meeting 
of the Board in March ‘of 1956. 


“Due to the importance and long 
range impact of this problem, we 
also think it wise to take the neces- 
sary time to give adequate and 
thoughtful consideration to the 
facts. 

“We feel that the Board means 
only to examine the matter as 
they would examine any vital 
problem which concerns the college. 

“We know that the matter of 
discriminatory clauses in Westmin- 
ster college’s social organization is 
of concern to the Board, and we 
feel that this Board wishes the 
initial action on this problem to 
come from within the social or- 
ganizations themselves. Student 
Council urges that students and 
organizations conscientiously study 
the problem so that ultimately in- 
telligent action can be taken.”

Grads View Display Of Power 
As Titans Wreck Gators, 34-0 


“Whizzer”? White Scores Three: Touchdowns 
Boosting Season Scoring Total To 66 Points 


Westminster’s high flying football Titans bounced back 
from the upset tie tacked on their record last week by Waynes- 
burg and throttled the Allegheny college “Gators,” 34-0. The 
win lengthened the Titan’s undefeated string to 12. 

A crowd of over 4,000 spectators, many of them returning 


grads, witnessed the game which 
provided plenty of excitement for 


“at least the first half. Without a 


doubt the curious alumni were 
fully satisfied with the display of 
power dealt out by the Titans. 

Besides the wide open attack 
thrown at the Gators by West- 
minster, the specators were treated 
to an extra attraction as Bill 
“Whizzer” White copped his 9th, 
10th and 11th touchdowns of the 
season, bringing his/total to 66 points. 
White tailled on runs of 83 and 56 
yards and a one yard plunge, col- 
lecting a total of 161 yards in eight 
running attempts for a remarkable 
average of 20 yards per carry. 

McGrath Close 

Close ‘on his heels was Westmin- 
ster’s Tom McGrath, who _ bulled 
his way for 117 yards. Also, an 81 
yard run by McGrath was nullified 
by a, penalty. Dick Uncapher 
rounded*out the trio of hard charg- 
ing Titan backs with a total of 42 
yards in seven carries, while two 
of his long gains were nullified by 
penalties. 

However, high ground gainers for 
the day were the quartet of offi- 
cials who raced off 195 yards in 
penalties, 130 of which were against 
the Titans. Despite the penalties, 


_the Titans still gained a total of 


415 yards rushing, plus 126 yards 
in the air. } 
‘Allegheny Held 

Allegheny was held to a mere 
66 yards rushing while clicking 
for 118 yards through the air lanes. 
Leading ground gainer for the Ga- 
tors was Barron with 32 yards. 

The Titans didn’t waste any time 
in .tallying their first marker, 
scoring the first [time they con- 
trolled the ball. After running to 
the Gator 23, Davis flipped an aer- 
ial to DeBolt who grabbed it and 
sat down in the endzone for the 
marker. Freshwater . booted the 
point,’and the Titans were off to 
the races. 

Before eight minutes had lapsed 
in the game, the Titans struck 
again when White, behind perfect 


blocking, raced around his right ‘ 
end for 83 yards and his first TD 
of the afternoon. Freshwater’s 


conversion was wide. 
Three Penalties 

. Three 15 yard penalties and a 
nullified 81 yard |touchdown run 
by McGrath still weren’t enough to 
hold. the Titans down and White 
rammed over standing up from the 
one for his second touchdown. Davis 
flipped a short pass to Barnes for 
the point and from then until the 
half ended, the Titan substitutes 
took over. 

Not to be outdone, the subs 
promptly scored when Bill Moss 






grabbed a beautiful 25 yard Kosko 
aerial and legged it 20 more yards 
to the Gator four. From there 
George James took a pitchout and 
scampered over for. the Titans 
fourth score. Moss booted the 
extra point. 
First Team Scores 

Coach Burry started his first 
team after intermission with Har- 
old Davis returning the kickoff to 
the Titans 46 yard line. Before the 
Gators could :recover their com- 
posure from the first half on- 
slaught, Bill White tore through a 
gapping hole ably provided by 
Bernie Taylor and Walt Sylvester, 
and shot straight down the field 
56 yards for his final touchdown 
of the day. Freshwater’s extra 
point,.was good for the 34th point. 

Once again the subs took over as 
Burry cleared the bench. ,Con- 
sistant hard charging on the part 
of the defensive line harrassed the 
Gator passers and runners and 
good offensive blocking kept the 
Titans in Gator territory, but pen- 
alties or fumbles _ continuously 
hampered Titan scoring thrusts. 

During the early minutes of the 
game, the Gators threatenéd when 
they drove to the Titan 17 after 
campleting two passes, but the Ti- 
tan defense rose and stopped the 
Gator’s only real .threat of the 


game.

Titans Own Only Two 
Wins In Last 20 Years

Westminster football fans will 
have their last glimpse of the 1955 
edition of the Titans at home, 


when they tangle with the invading 
Rockets from Slippery Rock Teach- 
ers college tomorrow at 2 p.m. 


The game will mark the 31st 
meeting of the rivals in a serie& 
which dates back.to 1902 and is 
dominated by the invaders, es- 
pecially so in recent years. 


From 1934 until 1953, the Titans 
were unable to defeat Slippery 
Rock and were even lucky to score 
on the Teachers. The lack of Titan 
victories became so acute that the 
game was considered a sure win 
for the Rockets no matter what 
their previous season record was. 


Downed Rockets 


It ‘wasn’t until 1953 when the 
first undefeated Titan football team 
downed the Rockets 13-6 that the) 
jinx. was snapped, and last year 
the Titans re-assured themselves 
that it wasn’t just a fluke win by 
walloping the Rockets 47-0. It was 
also the first time in series history 
that the Titans were able to beat 
the Teachers.on the Slippery Rock 
field. ,In the fifteen games .since} 
1934, Slippery Rock rolled up 223) 
points while the Titans managed) 
to collect a meager 44. 


For the first three weks of this 
season, the Rockets were right on 
top of the district heap with wins 
over Edinboro, Ashland and In-| 
diana State, but three tough teams 
in California State, Geneva and 
Clarion provided the Rockets with 
three straight losses, giving them 
a .500 record going’ into tomorrow's 
game. 


New Coach 


Although the Rockets acquired a 
new tutor in Chester Stackhouse, 
they have continued on with the 
T-formation, and a switch in their 
manpower since last season leaves 
some speculation as to tomorrow’s 
outcome. However, taking into. 
consideration ‘previous games and 
previous ‘scores, the Titans should — 
be considered heavy favorites. — 


With their 3-3 record though, the 
Rockets have as much chance for 
a championship as Olson had with 
Moore, so they’ll' pull all the stops: 
available in their attempt to upset 
the Titans. This fact alone will 
keep the Titans on their toes if 
they expect to make tomorrow’s 
game win number 12. 


An oddity for the game is the 
fact that for the first time thi 
year, the Titans will have a sligh 
weight edge over their adversaries. 
The Rockets line will be out- 
weighed by’ approximately eight 
pounds per man. ‘However, the 
backfield situation will be revers+ 
ed with the Rockets holding the 
weight advantage.

For Galbreath Dormitory 


Anonymous Doner Makes Large Contribution; 
Brochures, Pamphlets Sent To Alumni 


Brochures and pamphlets concerning the plans and means 
of construction of Galbreath Hall, a future women’s dormitory, 
named after Dr. Robert F. Galbreath, past president of the 
college, have been issued to most alumni and friends of the 
college, announces Mr. Paul Gamble, alumni secretary. 

In coordination with the Galbreath hall campaign, a $25,000 
bond wes given to the college as a &—————_ 


gift by an annonymous alumnus. 
The bond was designated specific- 
ally ‘to help with the construction 
of the new dormitory. 

The building and completion of 
Galbreath Hall will bring about 
many new changes. Some of them 
expressed in the brochure are: 
“| the 75 women presently 
quartered in sorority houses will 
move into permanent dormitories. 
Chapter rooms, for sorority meet- 
ings and social functions, will be 
provided in one of th other dor- 
mitories, probably in Ferguson 
hall.” 

“The sorority houses then will be 
made available for the housing of 
morried students and faculty fam- 
ilies . . . Eventually, food service 
for all Westminster women will be 
provided in the new dormitory,. . . 
Providing accommodations for 43 
(women) student, Jeffers hall will 
revert to. the use of men upon the 
completion of Galbreath ball .. . 
it is hoped that ultimately expan- 
sion of dormitory facilities will 
make possible the reassignment of 
Hillside dormitory to upperclass 
men.” 

“Browne hall and the new Gal- 
breath hall will be connected b 
mecyns of one of the two dining 
rooms which are to be; provided in 
the new structure. This connecting 
wing wil be-only one story in 
heicht. and on its roof a sun deck, 
available for women in-both dor- 
mitories, which will furnish an 
added recreational facility.” 

“The two upper floors will pro- 
vide 27 double rooms and 2 single 
rooms each. There will be a total 
of 75 double rooms and 9 single 
rcoms, or facilities for 159 students. 
Ample lounge and recreational 
space also have been planned.”

A missionary teacher will soon be > 
needed at Assiut college, Egypt, Dr. ' 
Wayne Christy, chairman of the Bi- 
ble department, announced this 
week, 

Every three years a student from 
Westminster is chosen to replace 
the short-term missionary teacher 
there. 

Kenneth Gordon, now at Assiut, 
is due’to return sometime this sum- 
mer. A replacement is needed 
take over for the fall term next

' Basically, the assignment is for 
teaching English. A knowledge of 
Arabic, the predominant language 
in Egypt, is nct needed because most 
of the students already have & 
working knowledge of English. The 
assignment also includes an oppor- 
tunity to teach a Bible course.

Assiut is a Christian college. lo- 
cated 250 miles south of Cairo near 
the Nile river. It was a mission 
school of 850 students| and a staff 
of 50.

It is with these students that the 
missionary teacher will] be living. 

Located in the modern section of 
the city, the college has five large 
modern buildings on a twenty-acre 
campus beside the Ibrahimia canal. 

The college was founded in 1865 
by Rev. John J. Hogg and since 
then has been the main source of 
training ministers for the Evangel- 
ical churches of Egypt. 

The student body has always been 
largely Christian witha small per- 
centage of Muslims. The YMCA las 
been a principal, medium for reli- 


gious expression inh student life. 

Some activities of the college in- 
clude a daily chapel period, YMCA, 
sports and special church services 
every Sunday. 

Robert Noble, a’ 1948 Westminster 
graduate, was the first missionary 
teacher to be sent overseas. He went 
to Gordon college in Pakistan and 
was there from 1948 to 1951 when 
he was replaced by Tom McLaren 
who remained until 1954. 

Most recent Westminster gradu- 
ate to gc to Gordon is Laurence 
McCulloch who graduated last June. 

The first missionary teacher to 
Egypt was Willard Acheson who 
graduated in 1948. He was replaced 
in 1953 by Kenneth Gordon who is 
now at Assiut and will be replaced 
by the missionary teacher selected 
this year. ; ;

Last week a Holcad editorial 
mentioned the hope that Westmin- 
ster might find suitable replace- 
ments for their “weak sister” op- 
ponents.

Another possible way—perhaps a 
little better, would be to fashion a 
conference after the pros with an 
eastern arid western division, and 
a Pennsylvania Class B :champion- 
ship game at the conclusion of the 
season. 

A conference like either of the 
two mentioned would cast an en- 
tirely different and new light on 
Class B- teams and their players, 
many of which far excel those on 
larger Pennsylvania college and 
university rosters.
